Competition from these sources is simply not going to go 
away. In fact, it may intensify lis Lime goes on, How can you 
effectively compete in a crowded marketplace where many 
businesses are vying lor [he attention of the consumer"? 

Educating the consumer about what you do is probably [he 
best single way you have of solidifying your own business.

Your recent editorials about the 
cloning ut" Locksmiths into the niass 
market web erf True Value Stores by Ihe 
ileo Unican Corporation's locksmiihing 
team, is more than just a deeply Felt 
concern by a person obviously devoted 
to tins industry's future, but it has a 
larger dimension, 1 feel. 

Li is a symptom > if not a trauma, of 
the American frontier of commerce in 
the 1990'* that is 10 venture lmq [he 
traditional industries and trades to 
pillule thai potential with no concent at 
all Tor the people who built ihat 
business on sweat* ^uts ^d r ' 4 ^- ^ fc vc 
seen the avarieiousness of banking 
institutions (hat have failed by the 
hundreds bCeausc they ventured into 
real estate and the attendant commercial 
development for a fast reap, to 
a" li mutely fail, laking millions of 
investors and depositors with them, if 
not their entire industry. 

While I'm not a locksmith, l\e been 
around the business for two decades 
creating marketing programs and 
advertising campaigns for major door 
hardware suppliers to locksmith 
distributors. And with a consumer's eye 



toward the mass market in general, one 
wonders if wc shouldn't give I leo 
Unican all tlic rope ii warns if itie 
notion is to capture a large market share 

from Locksmiths. Let them tram True 
Value People. Let them run Mu-i: 
lockpicking seminars. As transient as 
die hardware hardlines business sec ens, 
it may he difficult to keep these "instant 
loeksmhhs" behind iheir counters for 
any period of Lime to make this program 
effective, Bui Mare Goldberg's point is 
that this intrudes P is h'fc -threatening to a 
sal id ]uo lesion and could] ft happen ai 
a worse time with the current economy, 

Personally, while 1 have no quarrel 
* illi the publisher and the editors of 
Locksmith Ledger, the position of the 
parent company has got to be 
questioned in a quest to get the best, 
and most, of both worlds. If there is 
something in all this for the traditional 
locksmith,, as the Men Unican force 
com ends, it eludes me. 

As Locksmiths, you have a choice. 
It's much like voting, or writing to a 
Congressman, Start writing letters like 
this one; write I Leo, write your 
distributor, write ihe manufacturers. 
write your local business editors in the 
paper*. Make a little noise. In a few 
years you/ very life might depend on it.

Novembers Best Tip 

Ttm Tcchnitip is one thai I hope 
will be helpful lo tulLur locksmiths.. It 
concerns the fabrics ion of a 
mechanical stop on <hrec doors of $ 
mole] thai 1 service, 10 prevent the 
locks from being damaged by guests 
rotating the key Loo fax/hard in the 
emergency exit devices. The doors 
must re in a in locked from the 
outside, to exclude person* ool 
staying at the motel, but must be 
accessible by the guest key. The 
Jackson hardware is continually 
plagued by broken and chipped 
plastic and white metal gears in the 
mechanism, because they will not 
whhstand irie torque that can be 
applied by a guest key (large bow.) 
The excessive torque and high usage 
destroys the latch retract iiig gears. 

By limiting the rota, lion of Lhc 
lock cylinder, we will positively 
eliminate the guests from "over 
lorquiiyg" and "forcing" the 
mechanism. In illustration one you 
see an enlarged view of the positive, 
mechanical atop. The diniensioiis 
shown will work for an original 
Sehlage rim cylinder, but the sLop 
can very easily be adapted to most 
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Latch in locked 
position

any rim cylinder application. 
Illustration two shows the stop 
installed on the tailpiece of the 
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cylinder, with Lht: cylinder at resl, 
Illustration Lnree shows, lhe cylinder 
rotated ahouL 225 degrees, counter 
cluck wi^ to retract the latch. The 
stop is agains* the rim cylinder 
mounting screw, and positively 
prevent the cylinder from rotating 
any further, The stop was filed lo 
allow the latch to fully retract. If die 
door is handed in the opposite 
direction, simply reverse the stop to 
allow clockwise rutaLion of the 
cylinder. 

This idea can be used in any 
number of application, to prevent a 
rim cylinder from being rotaied past 
a desired poinL. It simply slips over 
the ilat tailpiece. A piece of rubber 
tufting (gas lin.c) h pushed onto Lhe 
taiipiecc will keep die stop against 
the rear of Lhe Cylinder and allow it 



to be easily removed when the 

cylinder is serviced.

Automotive Tip of the Month 

This tfp is the winner of the? All- 
Lock A-7000 VATS Decoder and the 
A70Q1 Adapter, AM-Lock will award 
this package to the best automotive 
tip each month of the year. 

This Tip deals wiih an easier 
opening mcl hod for the 1991 Chevrolet 
Caprice. The information T have read on 
opening these aulos has not worked as 
well as it should have. Ii is for this 
reason that I have found an easier 
method. 

The linkage which operates Lhe 
locking button in the door is completely 
covered or shielded, except for a small 
area approximately 6 >h forward of [he 
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latch unit. Al Lhi& point, there is an 
opening in the underside of the shield as 
you see in illustration four. The tool 

shown in the illustration is an "up" 
hook. Unlike other hook tools, thai have

a down facing hook, this tool can be 
slid along under Lhe shield. When Lhe 
opening in the shield is found, the hook 
can engage the linkage and move it 
forward to unlock the door, 1 have 
found this, method arid Lool very useful 
on the new Chevrolet body lityle. Use a 
fles light to locate the linkage. The 
target area is abouL 6" forward of the

This TcchniLip concerns lhe 
YaleLronie electrified lock sets, The 
informaLion has been gathered here at 
Brigham Young University in Prove, 
Utah. Here ai B YU we have nearly 300 
of these units in use^ which accounts for 
our broad experience servicing Lhein. 

ii] addition Lo lhe following "T^ps," 1 
have observed that a fresh Alkaline A A 
battery will measure just over t P 5 VDC 
when new, (1,56 to 1.57V) When 
discharged in 11 YaleLronie unit, they 
will measure between LIS and 1.25 
Volts. Battery life, according lo the 
manufacturer is approximately fit MM) 
opening, widi at least li) openings after 
Uie battery indicates low. 

1. Connect the yellow wire first, 
then, as you eoniiecL the bUek wire to 
the battery pack, listen for a scratchy 
chirp from the unii r Connect the red 
wire fcast. (See illustration 5,) 

2. Try the keypad, for proper 
operation of" all combinations. 

3. If you hear a definite 2-3 beep 
sound, you probably have lost all 
combinations and will have lo reload 
them, Start with die "Pass" code, (This 
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happens occasionally, but 1 cannot 

explain why,) 

4 F Check the battery voltage at Lhe 

red and black wires, It should be 12V or 
sjjglnjy higher. Whet] voltage moa.su re* 
VA) to 905 volts, the batteries sliould be 
replaeed, 

5, If you gCL a Low battery signal, 
you will generally find batteries; 1 P 6, 7 P 
and 8 to be low. If necessity demands, 
you can replace only those four 
batteries thai, measure low. This will 
restore the unit and remove the low 
battery indication. 

This Techmtip should help someone 
not totally familiar with the YaJefronic, 
lo check oui and service Lhe lock 
without much trouble,

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Recently I was called to re key and 
repair a cylindrical lock, mounted in a 
hollow camper door. The lock was 
drilled into the door ai a point that had 
no interior support. When the mounting 
screws were Lightened, lo secure the 
lock, the mechanism woukl ':>ir.U uud 
prevent the bolt From working I'reely. It 
seems that the inside and outside skins 
of the door (thin aluminum) were 
bending. Because I wanted lhe lock to 
work properly, and yet be "tight." ii] die 
door, 1 came up with this little 
Teen mop. Stnall pieces of wood, were 
cut to fill the distance between the 
inside and outside skin ol the door, and 
with a dab of trim cement or contact 
cement, they were glued in place inside 
the door. This way, when Lhe lock is 
Fastened to Lhe door, the blocking will 
prevent the sides of the door from 
bending or squeezing LogeLher. The 
shims can be almost any si/.c ? but they 
must be the correet length to fit 
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"between" the sheei mciaJ door skins, 
{Sti€ fllujilraUon 6)

My Tip is in reference to opening the 
Hon locking file cabinet. The quick 
release tool shown in illustration seven 
is designed lo depress lhe locking bolt 
of ihe push lock wiLhoul picking or 
impressioning a key to the cylinder or 
cutting a key to lhe code number on the 
face of Lhe lock. The procedure is quite 
simple. 

Carefully remove the "HON" logo 
name plate a? the center of the top of lhe 
file cabinet. This will reveal two holes. 
LnserL Lhe special "Quick Release Tool" 
into the righi hole and maneuver the lip 
above Lhe locking dog of the push luck,

The latest too) from F^nk 
Marklsello of Aable Locks is a 
finely designed force tool. This 100I 
will open GM door mid trunk locks 
quickly and efficiently where formerly 
drilling was ihc primary method of 
servicing these cylinders. I wLLL cover 
several instances where this tool can be 
used, and one situation where it is not 
needed to service GM kicks, 

Before the trunk Lock can be 
serviced, the cap must be exposed. On 
some models of cars the trunk lock is 
covered by a decorative escutcheon that 
must be moved out of d]c way us insert 
a key. The other cover is jus J a fancy 
decorative trim piece. In both cases, 
these encasements must be removed. 

These covers wit I be either glued 
down or pop riveted in place. To 
remove the glued covers, pry and apply 
moderate heat (if availahle) and the 
cover will pry off the back of the car. 
To reinstall this cover, I use GM 
(Dcleo) weatherstrip adhesive. It is 
yellow in color arid really works well. 

To remove the covers thai arc pop 
riveted in place, it will be necessary to 
drill out the rivets, Be careful so that 
the drill does not slip and mar the trunk 
of the ear. To reinstall, use lhe p ropes 
size GM pop rivets with the rivet 
adaptor. The adaptor lets you itiscrt die 
rivet deep in the cavity so it wilt be a 
light fit. 

Some auto suppliers and lock 
wholesalers sell a package of 25 rivets 
Willi an adaptor included, Before Lhis, I 
used 3/16" rivets that arc just a little ion 
bi£ to do the job without drilling 10 
3/16". I also had trouble making The 
rivets tight without the special adaptor.

There was a little adapting lo do to the 
lock to get it to Fit properly, U did not 
affecl l lie resi.llsof Ihc lesl. 

The first thing to do after exposing 
the loek is to insert a sinali screwdriver 
under the faceplate and pry up to create 
a torn tab of metal from the face cap. 
(See phoiogmph .3.) This is easy to do 
because Ihc shuuer mechanism is spring 
fiticd under ihc cap, and there is always 
room to insert a screwdriver, 

In photograph iour, a tab has been 
raised and a vice-grip pliers has been 
all ached. By pulling quickly, evenly, 
and straight out, ihe cap can be 
"peeled." 1 have been doing this for 
years, and I suggest wearing gloves. J 
have cut myself more times than I care 
lo admit. 

After removing any escutcheons and 
the face cap, the door cylinder or the 
trunk cylinder is ready to work on. For 
the first common problem in servicing, 
trunk locks, it will nut be necessary to 
use the Persuader at all . 

I have been called to open GM trunk 
locks when die complain L is that the key 
turns but the irunk will not open. The 
usual scenario is one in which the 
custodier has recently carried some 
Object in his trunk and has tied the trunk 
down to the tailpiece and the attaching 
bar. After a few bumps, the tailpiece has 
become loose and unhooks. When the 
customer unloads his car and shuts the 
trunk Lid, ii will not open with a. key. 
The procedure for 0[XTKiLg l;ils is easy:

This 
is easily done by means of two set 
screws. Once done, the tool fits deeply 
enough to allow the cylinder to be 
force J. 

[ tried Uiis tool on a door lock and a 
trunk lock. In boih instances it took 
minimal force, to get these locks open. 
The total opening was about one minute 
in boih cases. The Lool did what it was 
supposed io do. It is packaged in a cloth 
closer hag, complete widi directions 
and pictures on how to use it.

When working on, (he door lock, the 
one with the tits in the spring holes, the 
ease cracked and the lock turned easily. 
When working on the trunk lock, the 
edge of the sidebar rolled over allowing 
[he cylinder in open. 

A Her opening the trunk lock with 
the force too] H I tried the correct key 
and die cylinder soil worked, hut there 
w;is Li lot of free play. If, for in_stance n 
the unforced cylinder has l/8 >h of free 
play, the forced cylinder has 3/4" of 
free play. The correct key still worked, 
however. 

The real reason this tool was 
invented was to use On trunk (or door) 
Cylinders where the spring retainer has 
popped up and the proper key will not 
work, There are other ways lo 
overcome this problem, but the 
Persuader makes them academic. This 
works and it is fast, I will now quote 
directly from the directions. Uial come 
with the Persuader tool: 

'This tool is designed to open GM 
trunk tacks when a customer has a key 
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but it does not open the trunk. The 
problem u usual ty she spring retainer 
has come loose and popped up into she 
shell causing a lockout, in this- case, the 
torque tool power will shear she 
retainer allowing the cylinder plug to 
turn, opening she lock. Another problem 
is when one side of the side bar 
retaining plate has sprung off ? causing 
that side: of the side bar so remain out 
and not retracting into the cylinder 
plug, in Shis case, the tool will force she 
side of the side bar into the cylinder 
allowing the plug so turn." 

The instructions that arc well 
photographed will explain the rest of 
the benefits of this tool. 1 liked it and it 
does what it says ii will do. I have a 
problem with forcing a door lock to 
open because I have never had a 
problem working on a door and ^ettin^ 
it open. The real pleasure is on ihe trunk 
locks of some GM cars. 

1 have been called on several 
occasions to make a key lor ihe trunk 
where the trunk key on a late model 
GM docs not match the door or glove 
box lock. Now, I can easily open the 
trunk and re-key a new trunk cylinder to 



match the existing door locks. 

On the olher hand, when called to 
make a key for a GM car when diere is 
no glove box lock lo work from, 
de: sending on :he situation, I now ope 
to opeu the trunk or hatchback, remove 
(hat lock, and make keys for the doors 
and trunk. Some doors are very hard to 
w r ork on and the access holes are too 
small Sometimes die paneling is hard 
lo remove Or the seat belt mechanism is 
in the door and this is a problem to 
remove and replace. 

So, by using die force tool to get the 
trunk open, U is much easier to work on 
shan ihe doors. You may have to replace 
a few more cylinders this way, but the 
ones the Persuader force tool works on 
arc standard, and you shou)d have these 
in stock anyway. 

By keeping your services simple, 
easy, and quick, you can make more 
money and make an impatient customer 
happy. I like this tool for ihe "Used" ear 
dealers.

In our previous BMW articles wc 
have looked at ignition arid trunk 
lock service for some of the various 

models that have heen introduced into 
the US market in ihe past twenty years. 
In this article wc will examine ihe tO 
cut and 13 tut double sided 
convenience key door Locks from remit 
years. 

Although rekeying of door locks is 
csscntiaily the same as for other locks

Opening procedures for a locked 
vuhiele will, of course, be deierrnined 
hv iJic type of can] or pawl: fi^ed Of 
liee-play. A window wedge and 
Inspection light will rcvcaJ which Lype 
"I pawl is used. In photograph one, 
clockwise from the lower right, we i>ee 
a tree ^pl ay pawl, a late model fixed 
p&w(, an early model fixed pawl, a 
fixed pawl wiih manual deadlock and a

fixed pawl with electric operation. (This 
lock can also be deadlocked manually). 
At the top of the photo is another type 
of electric operation arm which may he 
encountered. 

If your inspection reveals a pawl 
made from a white synthetic material 
ihc Car can be opened, with an opening 
tool; ihc other locks must be picked or 
impress ioned. If picking is necessary, 
the passenger door lock of all models 
lunifl to the right to open while the 
driver's side door turns to the left. An 
easy reminder is "right turns right, left 
turns left," 

Although, picking a BMW lock is not 
tike picking a five wafer cam lock, it 
certainly should not be intimidating and 
can be accomplished without coo much 



difficulty if one uses patience and Jkill. 
Impres-sinning is best achieved by Filing 
a knife edge on the blank which gives 
much belter marks without undue stress 
on the blank or the wafers. 

11 a BMW is locked and the driver** 
side key way is in a horizontal position, 
the car will be deadlocked, the key will 
be a Silca 1IU50 (Taylor X144), and 
often I he only means of ingress will be 
to impression a key. Of course, the 
key way could be in a vertical position 
and still require Lbe 11 cut key which 
wc will examine- later. For now, let's 
look ai the 10 cut Silca BW7 (Taylor 
X59) lacks. 

Be lore disassembly of any lock it is- 
always wise to mark Locations ol !

Almost all door lock service is 
occasioned by attempted forcible entry 
sweh as seen in photograph ihrcc. The 
mosl cost effective service for a lock 
with this type of damage is new 
replacement. "Die new lock, of course 
must be keyed u> Lhc cuslon\"i \ ki'y, 
Fiacd pawls are aNached to Hie end of 
the plug with a roll pin (jn photograph 
4), which is easily removed with a 
small punch. The Used pawl serves also 
as a plug re mm and retainer. Always 
mark the location of the plug return

As previously noted, all of lhc 
preceding Locks utilize lhc Sika BW 7 
(Taylor X59) 10 cut key blank*, in L984 
on their model 733L BMW introduced 
their ariLi-ihcft locking sysiem which 
requires; the 11 cm Silea HU 50 - 
HU50AP (Taylor XI 44) key blanks. 
Engineering design changes for Lhis 
new lock, found on the driver's side 
door, shortened the cylinder or lock 
body by abouL 5mm to accommodate 
the first seven regular wafers in the 
code and added a 9mm deadlocking 
collar for lhc last four "deadlock" 
wafers, 

The difference in these wafers is 
readily dcieclablc as seen iti photograph 
five. Nolo diat while lhc regular wafers 
have serrated edges bo deter picking, lhc 
deadlock wafers have an absolule hook 
thai engages the groove in ihe collar. As 
mentioned, picking a deadlocked lock is 
a real chore thai requires Skill, patience 
and a heavy torque wrench. 

For regular locking the key t.H turned 
45 degrees left or right, (driver's side or 
passenger's side) which, by means of 
ihe electro-mechanical system locks all 
doors and d)e trunk. Unlocking a door, 
eidier side, unlocks all doors;, hut does

For anli -theft (deadlock) operation, 
the driver's tide Lock is lurried an 
additional 45 degrees lo ihc right and 
I he key removed.

lock of this type. The retainer is easily 
removed by a small punch The 
disassembled lock is seen in photograph 
ten, 

There arc no real surprises during 
disassembly. Each part is remove lj in 
Order and there arc no .spring loaded 
balls that will come (lying out. We da 
suggest that the override spring be 
removed before the retainer roll pin. 
The major service problem with these 
locks has been excessive wear on the 
plug shaft where the deient hall rides. 
This wear is evident on the bottom plug 
*ecn in photograph 1 1. 

Reassembly after service is 
straightforward: All of the pieces fit 
only one way, arid it is nearly 
impossible to gel anything backward. 
Just lay things oul in order when taking 
it apart and then pui them hack ihe 
s£me was.

The detent ball goes in just before 
the pawl.

Improvements in the autotheft 
sysiem in rcceni years necessiiaied a 
few design changes in the driver *s side 
door lock.

Unusual lock openings can be a 
challenge to the new locksmith. 
Sonne of these will be calls from 
customers that you can make good money 
on. Others will be from friends, relatives 
or neighbors and yon will he lucky to get a

Here is some information that might 
help you on different types of openings, 
One profitable job is opening die Abus 
Discus 24, Buffo, or Baton round 
padlocks sold and used by the Mini- 
Storages. {See photograph J,} These locks 
cannot he hacksawsd or cut with a boll

cutter. The only way to open them is to 
pick or ilrill the cylinder, They cannot be 
easily impressioned because the large pins 
do not seem to mark, 

When these Jocks are on die door, the 
key way is upside down. The latch is so 
u'ghi Fating ihat the lock will not turn far 
enough to put you in a proper picking 
position. The keyway is very small so the 
regular si?~e rake will not fit. Unless you 
have a miniature rake, you will have to 
use your pick gun. For these locks, you 
will find that you. have to File your pick 



needle slightly thinner than it is. This is 
needed because if a long pin is lifted 
slightly when the needle is inserted it will 
be above the shear line, I soldered a 
darning needle to the base of a broken 
pick. It works, tmtbcndSr 

Other than standing on your head to 
pick these locks, the best way is to turn the 
pick gun upside down and pick 
downward. This. Is. awkward so mate sure 
your pick needle goes in straight, 

On occasion, the lock will not pick. In 
this case use a small drill bit, drilling Hie 
cylinder at the shear line. Try turning the 
cylinder with a screwdriver before you 
remove the bit. If the cylinder breaks and 
fails out as it did with me one time, you 
can turn the shackle open with your 
fingers,

Do yourself a favor and buy a winded 
lock picksei. (Ate photograph 2 J They 
sell for around $8,95, Besides opening the 
warded padlocks, these win help you open 
some cbesLs, cabinets, suitcases, and even 
a kid's piggy bunt, Photograph three 
shows a steamer trunk I opened with the 
warded pick set. Last week L used one of 
die picks to open the hack of an old stamp 
vending machine. 

Here is the way to open and salvage a 
combination bicycle lock and chain. If the 
chain is at your shop* put one end in a 
vice. While pulling tight, dial the wheel 
furthest from the break apart sccrioii until 
you feel a slighl give. Proceed to dial the 
next wheel uniil you feel another slight 
gj\T. Keep dialing the wheals in onder and 
when you hit the lasl number, the lock will 
open and you have the combination. 

It has been a while since I opened a 
briefcase thai tiad a combination on each 
side, but I remember that there was 
enough room on each side of the dials lo 
see wr:h u magnifying scope how 10 line 
(he dials so it would open. In ibis ease I 
he Li eve you could feel the mark with a 
strip of shim material. iTu's briefcase was 
interesting because each side had a 
different combination. Once it is opened 
you can set the combination to the 
numbers you want.

One opening that can give you trouble 
is the mailbox lock. Some of them upen 
immediately* but willi oibeni you can use 
die pick gun, then the rake, and diey still 
don't want to open. The Last resort is to 
drill at the shear line. To replace the 
mail bo* lock, pull oiT ibe clip at the rear of 
die lock, and install a new lock, Tlie clip is 
inside the door, 

You will most likely be called on to 
open and make keys for all kinds of locks, 
as varied as a freezer, roll top desk or 
vending machine, Knowledge of 
imprcs sinning and reading wafer Locks 
will help yoj. A scope with a Light is very 
helpful because you can look into the 
Locks to see what is needed lo open (hem,

This would mean 7 and K are 
pressed from the back and 5 from the 
front- Or, two numbers may be pressed 
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from the front (down) and one from (he 
back, (up). 

There are more ituin 4ti f (M)0 possible 
eombinauons and a computer generated 
Listing would be of great help in 
keeping track of the numbers iricti. 
Ope ding can be a real chore and can 
Lake some time bin it is always worth 
Hie effort (for me) lo sec a shackle fly 
open, 1 usually try combinations, or 
pick difficult locks, when doing 
something else, like watching TV. 
fishing, etc. The "Keyless" can be 
rapped open, but 1 don* l recommend 
Lhis method due lo the possibility of 
damaging [he very thin brass case. 

When yon are successful in getting 
the shackle open, look in the si:.;iL->,k' 
hole and you will see a flat plate or 
band. Put the point of a pick, or similar 
toolp alongside this band towards ihe 
hack of the lock, pry up and move the 
band towards the front of the case. This 
releases all of the buttons so that they 
may be turned to sei or remove a 
number from the combination. To 
remove a number turn the button to the 
right a* far as it will go r A button which 
has been set for down will luni to the 
right about two thirds of a turn. If set 
for up it will turn about one ihirri of a 
turn. 

After turning ihe button, close ihc 
shuck le. This takes that number out of 
the combo. Do not try to remove more 
than one at a time. When all numbers 
have been removed the shackle will not 
lock. To set a new combo, buttons are 
turned Left; one third turn for an up 
[lumber and two thirds for a down 
number. After each number is set, close 
the shackle. Do not Iry to set more than 
One number al a time. After all the new 
numbers are entered you cheek your 
work for accuracy, move ihc band or 
plale in the shackle hole back to its 
original position to lock the new combo 
m place.

A: Norn], I would think thai the hest 
place to start looking for a lock of this 
type would be an industrial hardware 
supply house or distributor in your area. 
These people have locks, handles, 
hinges, hooks, etc. for even the most 
unusual applications. My guess is that 
your lock was made by the A.L. Hansen 
Manufacturing Go,, or by the Eberbanl 
Manufacturing Co. You might try to 
find a distributor or manufacturer name 
on the overhead door. This could lead 
you to a supplier.

A: Filing cabinet com plica Lions on 
fireproof cabinets arc quite common. 
Firsi, I he lever that lhe customer flipped 
is common on belter filing cabinets, 

This is indeed a lock or no lock lever s 
which each drawer should have. This 
id lows one to lock n canine; wi;3i one 
lock (the push lock) while allowing 
ul-icr drawers to remain unlocked. This 
allows private as well as public access 
eg the same cabi net. 

The lever Hips to block Lhe acuon of 
the vertical locking boh movement, or 
other blocking motion to keep the 
individual drawerfs) unlocked. This 
probably has no real bearing on why 
your cabinet remains locked when the 
push -in lock has popped oul. 

"I"hc cause for the lockout not only 
on (his cabinet, but on alt file cabinet^ 
both insulated and non -insulated, is that 
Qlc lever and linkage that is acdvated by 
the push-in lock has either: 1} Become 
disconnected; 2) Ts sUil'a or ho a ad in 
position by insulation or other debris 
(paper clips, pencils): 3) Is jammed by a 
drawer being pushed in improperly. 

Most of these problems can be 
solved wiiboul too much trouble by 



genlly shaking or jarring the linkage to 
try to restore free movement. This is 
especially hard on insulated file 
cab i iK- is because of their weight and 
size. 

Another possible method of attack is 
to try to run a piece of flat steel 
alongside the drawer to try io dislodge 
the linkage from where il locks into the 
drawer. Something is stuck and will nos 
alEow the vertical rod In move. 

Once you do get the drawer and 
cabinet open, hopefully die problem can 
he solved by tightening and/or 
lubricating the linkage assembly, This 
may be especially hard on insulated 
files, for ihey were never made to be 
disassembled in the aftermarkei 
situation,

in the end of the plug which hold the 
retainer iit place.

BMW service may present a 
challenge, but it is a lucraLive one and is 
fun to do when you really get into it. In 
a future article we will examine the 
BMW high security locking system 
which uses the laster cur or double 
sidewinder Silca HL: 58 AP - HU 59 
keys. This lock presents a slightly 
different type- of wafer, and crowds 12 
wafers into very little more space than 
has been used for Lert.Jf 
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
